Om* of the outstanding addresses before the recent conference of Boards 
oi Trade and Chambers of Commereo at Winnipeg, to which reference was 
made In till* column last we* k. was delivered by President Beatty of the 
C P It. As was natural Mr. Beatty dealt largely with the subject of transpor¬ 
tation. and In doing so traced the history of both the Canadian Pacific and 
Canadian National from their Inception. lie discussed the transportation 
problem from Its broad national aspect and In a manner worthy of the posi¬ 
tion he occupies, frankly outlining past mistakes and indicating lines of action 
i* hi Mi will make for future grow th and success. 

More transportation history is yet to he written in respect of Canada, said 
Mr. Beatty, but, he added, “with all due modesty 1 beg to say that the Cana¬ 
dians t»t today hate Just as much virility, courage and enterprise as the Can- 
a*H;tns of thirty and forty years ago." Pointing out that Canada occupies a 
t reat expanse oi territory with a fewer number of people per mile of railway 
than any other country, and consequently with less density r.nd diversity of 
tralllc, and enjoying, generally speaking, the lowest transportation rates In 
the world, tin* railways nevertheless had to he equipped to carry the traffic 
and provide the sen ices w hich the people demanded and the interests of the 
Dominion made necessary. Despite the most rigid economy being practised 
tin fact was that no change in Improvement is possible without greater traffic 
:.:id that means greater production and more people. 

Mr. B* at y then came to the crux of Ills address; its Constructive part, 

. atiedy, the need of all parts of Canada for a larger population, and to attain 
that he submitted that a need < xlsted for a change In colonizing Canada and 
that it was imperative both east and west. Continuing, Mr. Beatty said: 

“My suggestion In respect to this much discussed question of immigration 
1- that we should take It out of the lleht of statistics ami place it In the field 
of human relations. The visitor coming to us from overseas In search of in- 
.ofmailon is literally swamped with statistics presented In the form of bulle- 
jq?. circulars, pamphlets, newspaper articles and what not, dealing with 
• madian activities. We are apt to forget that people coming to our shore 
:«re human being*, members of families, often whole families who have torn 
! hem selves (low old homes, homes in some cases centuries old, to come and 
ivr in Canada, to be neighbors if we are willing to be neighborly and to be¬ 
come good citizens If we only hold out the welcoming hand/* 

“More fore.bought/* continued Mr. Beatty, “must bo taken to secure the 
placing of tlu* immigrants in advance of their arrival so that the little capital 
they bring with them may not be frittered away, hut may be devoted to its 
I-wiper purpose and original Intention. Now in dhat preliminary oiganiza- 
il>n of opportunities the boards of trade throughout Canada can play a high¬ 
ly* important pari, nnd.Indeed in tin* prairie provinces they already arc play-

formation as to available farms, receiving ami welcoming the npw comers 
urykl g*-n rally co-operating lu the successful settlement of approximately 
ilaree thousand immigrants. Now if that example were followed throughout 
ilir Dominion from coast to coast, the Impetus given to the soundest of all 
methods of immigration would be enormous, for the result would be iminedl- 
a e absorption of a large additional population with tho least danger of con¬ 
gestion at any one particular point." 

In other words, Mr. Beatty clearly favors the creation of machinery somo- 
/ bat along the lines ot the original Soldier Settlement Board, and now being 
••«rl» d out by the Land Settlement Branch of the Department of Immigration 
ind Colonization with respect to those families coming to Canada under the 
Hntlsh Empire Settlement Scheme. Such a system should be created to deal 
with all Immigrants and not merely selected groups. 

Mr. Beatty further contemplates that In the carrying out of such a plan, 
local bodies such as boards of trade and the many public service clubs should 
l:*k** an active part. It Is not enough that an immigrant arrive and then be 
.1 low,mi to .-hilt for himself. An intelligent and active inter -st in his welfare 
aad success D all important, and this friendly and helpful assistance must 
come from the whole community. What Mr. Beatty hud to say on this phase 
ol il*o immigration problem Is deserving of repetition and shouftl bo heeded 
pv all public bodies and citizens generally*. He said: < 

“Most Important of all the results of such Dominion wide co-opqration 
'•quid he widening of the personal interest jn this vital matter of immigration. 
1 orlng such campaigns as that of the Patriotic Fund, the men and women 
who per »*d on committees found that tho education gained by such service 
%vas of Incalculable value, giving them a new vision of life and of their re¬ 
sponsibility towards their fellow* citizens. The education of public service 
iaHo ni.v mind, tho finest education in the world. We talk a lot about na¬ 
tional Unitty, but before we can understand what national unity means we 
must surely eduruie ourselves as to the racial elements that form our nation, 
and such education can only he achieved by personal contact with our fellow 

* Itlzens. whr her these citizens are native born or new Canadians. There

The geography of Canada is the bed¬ 
rock factor which fixes the valuo of 
the Dominion as a national pxoperty— 
as our means of national support and 
growth. And the Intelligent devel¬ 
opment of *he country requires above 
every thing else a dear, broad grasp 
of Its gcognphy, of Its physical nature 
and layout. 

Canadian development lias been, and 
will continue to be, greatly advanc¬ 
ed by dozens of different forms or 
constructive public action. Railway 
building, immigration. Industrial re¬ 
search, technical education, the col- 
lertlon-of adequate data—these and 
countless other lines of public nrtiv 
Ity enter Into tho work of widening, 
strengthening, guiding or illuminating 
tho course of national growth. Dut 
underlying all such constructive enter- 


Thia Is, ol course, one necessary phase 
ol geographic work, Dut It does noi 
touch the supremely important work 
of portraying the economic geography 
of Canada—the fundamental physical 
features which control the productive 
capacity of the prpperty. 

The narrow lines which the study 
of economic geography has followed 
in Canada has succeeded in giving al¬ 
most everyone a fair superficial idea 
of the Dominion.

Predicts Cold Winter 


Irish Free State Exports Many Egg* 


Game Guardians and Police Patrol

In an effort to savo antelope In Sas¬ 
katchewan from extinction, game guar 
dians and provincial policemen are 
patrolling the country south of tho 
South Saskatchewan River and In the 
Maple Creek district where tho few re¬ 
maining number mako their homo. 

F. Bradshaw*, provincial game guar¬ 
dian, states that tho rapid decrease 
in their numbers Is duo to hunters 
bagging tho antelopo for tho lust of 
killing. llo has circulated posters, 
entitled “A Squaro Deal for tho Ante¬ 
lopo” among station agents and game 
guardians. 


Low Rate On Perishable Food 


Professor Believes It Will Set Record 
For Canada . 

It is going to bo a cold winter In 
Canada, as well as all round tho forty- 
first parallel of lutitude, as cold as tho 
winter of 1740 in Eugland, when tho 
Thames lrozo over. 

This prediction is made by M. 
Gabriel, France’s most distinguished 
meterologist and professor in the 
University of Caen. 

“All of Canada and tho whole of 
the northern part of tho Uuitcd States 
will havo a bitterly cold winter, which 
ought to set in about tho middle ot 
December or early in January,” he 
said. 

M. Gabriel’s prediction is based on 
tho supposed existence of astronomic 
cycles. 


Market For Produce 


Second In Importance To Denmark In 
Thi« Industry 

As exporters of eggs the people of 
the Irish Frco State rank only second 
in importance to Denmark and theso 
uro probably sold us English “new 
laid,” and fetch as high prices as the 
best that come to the markets. Dan¬ 
ish eggs, of which Britain imported 
£3,787,803 worth last year, also have 
a high reputation. Eggs in the shell 
reach Greut Britain from all parts or 
the world, Including Llthuunlu, Poland, 
France, Italy, Serb-Croat-Siovene 
State, Egypt, China, U. S., Canada and 
South America. 


Winter Express Rate Now Only Ten 
Per Cent. Higher Than Summer 
Rate 

British Columbia fruits and vege¬ 
tables will move to the prairie prov¬ 
inces this winter under unusually low' 
express rates, reduction in the rates 
having been announced to bocowo ef¬ 
fective December J. 

Tho special summer rates of fruit 
and vegetables terminated November 
30, but instead of bringing into force 
the second class rates customarily 
applying from December 1 to April 30, 
the railway express companies are in¬ 
troducing a tariff which is only ten 
per cent, above the special summer 
rates. 


Canada Can Greatly Increase Her 
Trade With Britain 

Trade between Canada nnd tho 
United Kingdom, at any rate as fur as 
produce trade is concerned,-can be in -1 
creased nnd the profits can be made 
ten per cent, higher within tho next 
twelve months if the Canadian mer-l 
chants will ship on consignment. Col. j 
Hilliard Lyle, representative of a 
group of British produce merchants, 
stated In the course of an interview at 
Montreal. 

Col. Lyle emphasized that there 
must be some sort of Dominiou super- I 
vision or control of Canadiau produce' 
in order to obtain standardized quality 
of goods, sucli'as tho Danish merchants 
lind succeeded in producing. 


Urges Agricultural Education 

'An agricultural college is to be es¬ 
tablished in a central position in New 
Zealand, involving un outlay of £250, 
000 for land, buildings and equipment 
and an annual outlay of many thous¬ 
ands for stuff. lu the meanwhile the 
board urges tho establishment ot 
farm training colleges for elementary 
agricultural education, emphasizing 
that New Zealand must make full use 
of agricultural scieuco if It Is to com¬ 
pete effectively in tho world’s mar 
kets. 


Boy Scouts In Denmark 
Tho Y.M.C.A. Scouts of Denmark 
held their third national camp this 
year. A feature was “World Brother¬ 
hood Day,” devoted to “realizing tho 
world-wide brotherhood of the Boy 
Scouts.” As one ltoin of tho pro¬ 
gramme letters of greeting were read 
from Scout troops throughout the 
world, theso including seven from 
troops in different »parts of Canada. 
After reading, tho letters wore hand¬ 
ed certain Danish troops for acknowl¬ 
edgment, with tho hope that u steady 
correspondence would result. 


Women and Abilities 
Although a woman's skill at running 
and swimming may b© as well devel¬ 
oped as a man's, she can swim but 85 
per cent, as fast and run but 80 per 
cent, as fast as a man, according to 
estimates.

Wheat Exports 


About Half a Million Pounds Sent 
Weekly to American Points 
An indiqation of tho importance of 
the fish Industry is given in the state¬ 
ment to the effect that close to G00,- 
000 pounds of Manitoba wliltelisli art* 
being shipped weekly to New York 
und Boston. The fish are caught 
principally in Lakes Winnipeg and 
Wlnnipegosls, and since being Intro¬ 
duced to the markets of New York and 
Boston, some .tears ago. the demand 
lias continued to iucrease. 


More Than Doubled In First Three 
Months of Prssent Crop Year 

Exports of Canadian wheat moro 
than doubled lu the first three months 
of tho present crop year, as compared 
with last year. The total exports for 
the throo months in qudstion, which 
included October, to all countries, 
wrere 73,107,000 bushels, as compared 
with 32,740,000. bushels for the corres¬ 
ponding period of last year, while the 
value of tho exports rose from $ 16.31MJ, 
000 to $100,370,000. Tho largest pro¬ 
portionate rise was In the shipments 
to tho Uni tod States for consumption 
in that country, which increased mere 
than five times.

Canada's Trade Increases 


Value of Agricultural Products Helps 
To Swell Returns 

Canada's favorable trade balance of 
$62,748,355 for the month of October, | 
as shown in the summary just issued I 
at Ottawa by the Dominion bureau of 
statistics, was the largest excess of i 
exports over imports lor any October 
since 1917, and compares with a fav¬ 
orable balance of $35,176,347 in the; 
corresponding month of last year, A 
good increase is also shown in the 
total trade for the month, which 
.stands at $221,347,869, as compared 
with $171,108,577 for October, 3924. 
For the seven months of the fiscal 
year ended with October there is 
shown a favorable halunee *>!' $181,243,- 
539, which compares with $120,108,819 
in the corresponding period of last 
year, while total trade in that period 
is higher by nearly 200 millions. 

When the October exports are com¬ 
pared with those in tin* same month 
of last year, the most striking change 
is shown in the value of agricultural 
products, which is higher by 82** mil¬ 
lions. Value of forest products ex¬ 
ported shows an increase of nearly two 
millions, while value of livestock 
shows an increase of well over si mil¬ 
lion.

Lord Oxford and Asquith declared 
he and Mr. Lloyd George had worked 
together harmoniously for ton years 
and although there had been differ¬ 
ences between them, they had come to¬ 
gether again and were the boHt of 
friends. II*• said he had every hope 
that the differences over Mr. Lloyd 
George's land policy would be Settled 
In a few days. He plainly intimated, 
however, that if they were not shortly 
settled, the party would have to do 
without him. for ho would bo unable' 
to remuin with a disunited party. 


Daly Confirms Stories of Missouri 
Mines In B.C. 

Vancouver.—Stories of enormous 
deposits of rich silver-gold ore in the 
Rig Missouri Mine, situated in the Sal¬ 
mon River section of tho Portland 
Canal district, north of Prluce Rupert, 
R.C., are confirmed by Pat Daly, who 
has been directing development of the 
property ull summer.

Improving In West 


Outlook For Future Is Bright Says 
C.P.R. Official 

Montreal.—Even prior to the garner -1 
ing of the banner crop in the prairie 
provinces, conditions in the west have 
shown consistent improvement this 
year, according to C. E. McPherson, 
assistant passenger traffic manager,. 
Canadiuu Pacific Railway western 
lines, stationed in Winnipeg, Inter¬ 
viewed at head office of tho system 
hero. 

Mr. McPherson was distinctly op¬ 
timistic as to the present position in 
the west and as to the outlook for the 
future.

J he ctlecf or This latter con¬ 
dition is obvious in the already much 
improved movement of wvsibound 
merchandise. 


League Decides Bulgaria Entitled To 
$146,000 Damages 

Geneva.— The League of Nation's 
commission which Inquired into the 
recent Ureco-nulgarian frontier in¬ 
cident finds that Greece should pay 
llulgaria 20,000,000 lev as (about $146, 
000) damages. 

The commission decided to recom¬ 
mend to the League Council that 
Greece should pay Hulgarla an addi¬ 
tional 10,000,000 leva (about $73,000) 
for the loss of lives, for the wounded, 
for the loss of working days and moral 
suffering of tho population and the 
cost of military measures by Rulgarta.

Led by a murderer under sentence 
of death, prisoners overpowered tin* 
guards and seized arms. Police sur¬ 
rounded 11n• jail and tin* prisoners 
surrendered only after u pitched bai¬ 
lie in which live prisoners and four 
guards were killed and 20 prisoners 
and four guurds wounded. 

The lea-br of the mutiny was 
among those killed. 


Bank of Commerce Sends Fifteen 
Millions to Halifax Branch 

Halifax.- One million dollars worth 
of gold, sent from the London office of 
tin* Canadian Rank of Commerce to the 
Halifax Rranch of that bank, arrived 
here on the Cunard liner Ascanla. The 
shipment was convoyed by motor 
trucks and under the escort of 11 lieav- 
ily-armed guards from tho steamer to 
the vaults in the assistant receiver 
general's office. The arrival, it was 
stated, was the first shipment of gold 
from England to Canada sine** tin* 
(dose of the war. ^ • 


Government Considers Step to Ease 
Financial Burdens 

Ijondon.—A tax on betting which 
heretofore has not been received with 
official favor, may yet bo resorted to 
by the Rritish Government to ease the 
country's financial burdens. A reso¬ 
lution In favor of such a tax was dis¬ 
cussed in the House of Lords, when 
Ixml Salisbury undertook that the gov- 
«rnmeut w ould consider the proposal. 
This does not necessarily imply adop¬ 
tion of the ’ax, but it is a step in ad- 
vance of any yet undertaken. 


Urge Completion Of Highwa> 

Winnipeg. The completion of the 
Manitoba Ontario highway was urged 
by Dr. I*. E. Doolittle, Toronto, presi¬ 
dent of the Canadian Automobile As¬ 
sociation, In an interview here.

On the othei 
hand it helps to fill In time thnt might 
otherwise drag painfully. And, no 
doubt, It Is helpful to the nerves. 

Hut while It is the custom to speak 
of women as the talkative sex. It 
must not be assumed that men do 
not do their sharo of chattering; 
they would probably find It as diffi¬ 
cult to fill in their spare time without 
chattering as would the women. The 
subject w hich men use may be differ¬ 
ent from the subject favored by the 
woman; but the men do indulge in n 
lot of Idle talk. Perhaps they Can't 
help It any more than the women can. 
It Is an exceedingly difficult matter to 
carry on a really good conversation; 
and It Is probably no easier for men 
than for women. It Is sometimes said 
that good conversation is ono of the 
lost arts. Probably there Is some 
truth In the saying. Ono explana¬ 
tion may bo that everybody reads the 
newspapers these days; and every 
time that anyone has something good 
to say he feels restrained by the 
thought that his hearers may have 
seen It already In tho papers.

Old and New World Connected by 
Land In Ramote Period 

Fossils collected In many parts of 
Europe during the last four months by 
a party of scientists sent abroad by 
Princeton University nnd tho Smith 
sonlan Institution havo established 
that a land barrier or a narrow con 
tlnont extended continuously from the 
North American continent to Europe 
during the paleozoic age, according to ( 
Prof. Richard M. Field, of tho depart- i 
meat of geology of Princeton, w ho was 
n member of tho expedition. The 
paleozoic age closed ubout 25.000,000 
years ago. / 

The existence of the narrow strip of 
land connecting Europe and America 
is considered established by the fact 
that tho northern marlno fossils are 
wholly dissimilar to those on tho 
south of tho barrier. Marine fossils 
In paleozoic rocks In the northern part 
of Newfoundland were found to be 
identical with fossils of tho same ago 
In Wales, Scotland, Norway, Sweden 
and Denmark. This meant that these 
rocks on both sides of the Atlantic 
were once parts of the satno ocean 
bed-known to geologists as the North 
Cambrian Ocean. 

Farther south In North America, 
and also In Central England nnd in 
Europe, auother set of fossils was 
found. These southern fossils were 
Identical on both sides of tho At¬ 
lantic, but wholly different from the 
northern fossils. This could only 
mean, according to Prof. Field, thnt 
the marine life of the North nnd 
South Cambrian Oceans never mixed, 

i 

and that therefore they wer wholly 
scparatetUby a land barrier. 

"The fossils are fhoso of inverte¬ 
brate creatures only," said Frof. 
Field. "This period was many inlh 
Hons of years before the mammals 
and before the existence of any verte¬ 
brate life. Wo obtained many skele¬ 
tons of Silurian fishes from a quarry 
near Oslo, but these are of a later date. 


Located Body of "Unknown Soldiers" 
For Burial In London 

Fivo years ngo on November 11, 
there was laid In Westminster Abbey, 
London, In the prosenco of a vast mul¬ 
titude, tho body of the empire’s "un¬ 
known soldier." 

Every safeguard was employed to 
hide the identity of tho "unknown 
soldier." Jit is now disclosed thnt tho 
responsible task of locating the body 
was entrusted to a Wlftqlpeg officer. 
Ho is CaptAln J. J. Walsh, of tho Con¬ 
naught Rifles, formerly on the staff 
of the imperial war graves commis¬ 
sion. 

It Is a closely guarded secret who 
conceived tho Idea of burying an 
"unknown soldier** in Westminster 
Abbey, but the order is known to 
have corao from an officer high on 
tho general staff. 

Captain Walsh*a account of the 
search is related as follows: "After 
receiving instruction, I took 12 men 
with me and went out to ono of the 
great battlefields. I cannot even say 
which battlefield was visited. We 
were able to tell from tho color of the 
soil, where bodies might bo found. 
Several were disinterred—until xre 
camo across one that was absolutely 
without Identification. There was no¬ 
thing on the clothing or anything at 
all to show whose body It might be. 

"All I can say is that it had on a 
private's uniform, but even this is not 
significant, for many officers wore 
private's uniforms whon going Into 
action. The body was brought Into 
camp, stripped of Its clothing, wrap¬ 
ped In a canvas shroud, placed In a 
coffin and forwarded to London.

These are tho promoters 
of doubtful companies and salesmen 
of seruillies or articles that are not 
worth the prices paid therefor. All 
ktnda of companies are tloated and 
stock sold at from a few cents a share- 
up. Much of this Is unloaded upon 
tho farmer. He receives a stock cer¬ 
tificate. and In many—nay, tho major¬ 
ity—of cases, this Is all h© receives. 
Farmers should beware of those gen¬ 
try. Any proportion that Is worth 
the price today does not have any difft 
CUlty In placing Its securities. Legi¬ 
timate bond houses report a dearth ot 
good secuil les. This is evidenced by 
the keen competition for government 
And municipal Issues. 

When tlu Canadian farmer is ap^ 
pro ached by those who would have 
him part with his savings, before sign¬ 
ing any paper he should consult his 
bank manager. The latter Is In a 
position to safely advise, and his ad¬ 
vice should be taken. The respons¬ 
ible bond salesman will be only too 
glad to have the banker's endorse¬ 
ment, while the fake promoter will 
endeavor to show' that the banker Is 
prejudiced against hit scheme. This 
should ho sufficient to put any invest¬ 
ors on their guard.

Estimated That This Language la Now 
Ussd By 170,000,000 People 

Every now and again Incidents are 
reported that serve to Indicate how 
constant Is tho progress made by the 
English language throughout the 
world. Quietly and without observa 
tlon It mnkes Its way, so quietly thnt 
only occaslonaly does tho movement 
draw comment even In the nations 
that can seo no reason why their 
tongues should not bccomo tho uni¬ 
versal medium of vocal communica¬ 
tion. Among tho latest reports of 
tho growing vogue of English Is one 
from Vienna, where last year th© 
teaching of English by radio was be¬ 
gun With a measurable degree of suc¬ 
cess. Possibly ns the result of this 
experiment tho Austrian minister of 
odueatlon some little tlmo ago Issued 
a decree recommending English ns a 
compulsory modern subject, of Btudy 
in the higher school grades nnd to that 
extent ousting French and Italian. 

Tho English vocabulary is an enor¬ 
mous one; It contains some half-million 
words, and Is ono of tho most hete¬ 
rogeneous that ever existed. In this 
olla phdrlda thero are to be found ver¬ 
bal concoctions of many nations, curi¬ 
ously Intermingled—Sanskrit, Hebrew, 
Russian, Greek, Hindustani, Chinese, 
Latin, German, Celtic, Saxon, Danish, 
French Spanish, Italian.

of the language are to bo found in tho 
history of tho rnco—In the oarly In¬ 
vasions of Britain, lt3 extensive com¬ 
merce, and Its growth ns a world x>ow* 
er; while Its suitability as a universal 
tonguo arises largely from the geo¬ 
graphical scattering of the domains of 
tho far-flung empire, one result of 
which Is that the English tongue Is al¬ 
ready known in almost every corner 
of the globe. Apart from the geo¬ 
graphical diffusion of the language, a 
conservative estimate placet Hie num¬ 
ber of those speaking it at approxi¬ 
mately 170,000,000, leaving all other 
European tongues far behind.

road. The silo is built 20,ft. wide at 
the base with as steep a slope as the 
beets will stand, making the pile 
about 10 ft. high and 8 ft. wide at the 
top and as long as possible. The 
sides arc covered with shovelled dirt 
and the top ordinarily with hect tops 
allowing some ventilation for the 
pile. 

The advantages of this method are: 

1. Loss in frozen and shrunken 
beets will be stopped if beets arc 
hauled to the silo at the close of 
each day’s work. 

2. 'Dirt which may be on beets will 
be loosened by standing in the rick 
so that it will not have to be hauled 
to the Receiving Station and carried 
back. 

^ J Beets so sHoed will have a very 
flight shrink. Numerous experiments 
have shown that this shrink will not 
be over 2 to 3 percent. 

4. Hauling should be extended 
over a long period so that the far¬ 
mer can do the work with his own.
